SAINTS had a collective off 
day as they suffered a 3-0 
beating at Blackpool. 

Without the injured Rickie 
Lambert they missed an early 
penalty with Billy Sharp’s spot 
kick saved by Matthew Gilks 
and it went downhill from 
there. 

Stephen Dobbie converted 
from the spot for Blackpool 
before getting another from 
open play while Ian Evatt 
headed home the third early in 
the second half. 

Despite the disappointment 
of a comprehensive defeat, 
Saints could at least take 
solace they still maintained a 
six point gap to third placed 
West Ham after they were 
beaten 4-2 at home by Reading, 
who moved to within two 
points of top spot. 

Saints started off the game as 
expected in their diamond for¬ 
mation, a tactical ploy from 
Nigel Adkins to combat 
Blackpool’s unusual line-up 
that was in effect a 4-2-1-2-1. 

It was working a treat as 
Saints kept the ball, bossed the 
game and created a fantastic 
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opening that should have 
given them a fifth minute lead. 

The chance was created by a 
wonderful piece of vision from 
Adam Lallana who spotted 
Guly do Prado’s run cutting 
past the two centre halves and 
played in an inch perfect 
reverse pass. 

The Brazilian striker was 
one-on-one with the keeper 
who charged out to the very 
edge of his area and dived 
down just as the ball sat up to 
be lifted over him, which Do 
Prado duly did but put it wide. 

Blackpool came close them¬ 
selves on 11 minutes as Danny 
Butterfield was caught out by 
a pass that set Matt Phillips 
away down the left. His pass 
picked out Gary Taylor- 
Fletcher whose first time side 
footed effort from 12 yards out 


was tipped over by Kelvin 
Davis. 

Moments later Taylor- 
Fletcher lifted over the bar 
himself from closer range after 
the ball bounced over to him 
following a scramble in the 
Saints six yard box. 

Blackpool looked like they 
could concede or score at any 
moment and Davis was in 
action again, saving at the 
near post after Thomas Ince 
had cut inside Danny Fox to 
get a shot away. 

Saints were given a fantastic 
opportunity on 16 minutes 
when they were awarded a 
penalty. 

Lallana slid the ball into the 
feet of Do Prado in the area 
who was lining up to shoot 
when Bob Harris slid in and 
clumsily took him down.

Doncaster with a groin problem but 
that proved not to be the case. 
However, Saints were insisting that 
rumours he had had an operation 
and was out for the remainder of the 

season are wide of the mark Guly do 
Prado came in to the attack to part¬ 
ner Billy Sharp. Frazer Richardson 
was still not risked at right back while 
the midfield started in a diamond for¬ 
mation with Richard Chaplow picked 
ahead of Steve De Ridder. 






Referee Dean Whitestone did 
not point to the spot immedi¬ 
ately but spotted the flag of his 
linesman and awarded the 
penalty. 

With regular penalty taker 
Rickie Lambert not in the side, 
Billy Sharp stepped up to take 
it but Matthew Gilks guessed 
correctly and dived low to his 
right to save it. 

Somewhat predictably in a 
feisty Bloomfield Road atmos¬ 
phere, it didn’t take much for 
referee Whitestone to point to 
the spot at the other end. 

Taylor-Fletcher jinked into 
the area on 22 minutes and 
went down under the chal¬ 
lenge of Morgan Schneiderlin. 
It was a pretty soft award as he 
brushed past the Frenchman’s 
body and went to the floor but 
it was given. 

Stephen Dobbie stepped up 
and dispatched the penalty, 
beating Davis diving to his 
right by drilling the ball into 
the bottom corner for 1-0. 

Saints had a chance to level it 
up on the half hour mark as 
Danny Fox’s near post corner 
was flicked on to the far post 
by Richard Chaplow, but when 
Jos Hooiveld met it he headed 
wide. 

They were made to pay a 
minute later when Blackpool 
extended their lead. 

Dobbie was put through and 

outpaced Jose Fonte to get to 
the ball and bought himself a 
yard to hit a shot with the 
outside of his boot across 
Davis and into the bottom 
corner for 2-0. 

Saints did start to get a 
bit more of a grip on the 
game after switching 
to a flat midfield four 
but when the half 
time whistle went 
they had plenty of 
work to do to get 
back into it. 

Saints made a 
change at the break 
to try and get some width and 
pace into the team with Steve 
De Ridder replacing Chaplow. 

But it was Saints who were 
on the receiving end as they 
conceded yet again on 51 min¬ 
utes.

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that allowed Blackpool the 
goal as Matt Phillips whipped 
in an inswinging right footed 
corner, Ian Evatt evaded 
Hooiveld and slammed a 
home a header from close 
range for 3-0. 

Saints’ day was pretty 
much summed up after an 


hour when Do Prado cut the 
ball back to Lallana but he 
mishit his shot and it skewed 
wide.

the touchlines and Do Prado 
in the hole but it left Sharp 
up front on his own. 

Danny Fox became the first 
player in the book after 
launching into a challenge 
with Ince. 

But things just weren’t 
going well for Saints, who 
lacked ideas, resorting too 
often to hopeless lofted diago¬ 
nal balls out to the right 
which were gratefully inter¬ 
cepted by the Blackpool back 
line. 

There was at least a decent 
chance for Fox to have a 
crack as Saints won a free 
kick just outside the area on 
the right. 

It was ideal for him to whip 
in shot with his left foot, 


which he duly did. It 
appeared to take a bit of a 
deflection and Gilks was able 
to save diving away to his 
right. 

Blackpool made a change 
on 77 minutes with former 
Saints FA Cup finalist Brett 
Ormerod coming on for 
Dobbie. Saints responded 


with Lee Barnard replacing 
Do Prado. 

Lallana did manage to get 
something of a shot in at the 
far post from Danny 
Butterfield’s arrowed right 
wing cross but he couldn’t 
make a clean connection and 
it was a comfortable take for 
Gilks. The changes contin¬ 


ued for the home side, with 
John Fleck replacing Matt 
Phillips and Lomana LuaLua 
for Ince. 

There were to be no further 
chances for either side with 
the destination of the points 
long since decided when the 
referee blew the whistle to 
end the game.

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Hammers 
implosion 
is a boost 
for Saints 

READING did Saints’ automatic pro¬ 
motion hopes a huge favour - and in 
the process took a giant stride 
towards promotion themselves - with 
a 4-2 win over West Ham at Upton 
Park. 

The Hammers, who had drawn their 
last five home matches to slip out of 
the top two, were leading through 
Carlton Cole's strike as half-time 
approached. 

Not only that, Sam Allardyce's side 
were also putting in comfortably their 
best performance in front of their own 
fans this season. 

But, the match, and possibly West 
Ham’s entire campaign, turned in the 
space of two minutes. 

Totally against the run of play, 
Kaspars Gorkss equalised from a cor¬ 
ner in the 44th minute and then, in 
first-half stoppage time, Noel Hunt 
fired Reading into an unlikely lead. 

In the second half Ian Harte added a 
third from the penalty spot and, 
although Ricardo Vaz Te pulled one 
back, any hopes of a comeback were 
extinguished by Mikele Leigertwood’s 
disputed fourth six minutes from time. 

After booing their recent bore draws, 
the West Ham fans at least got the 
entertainment they craved, but their 
side now appear destined for the play¬ 
offs. 

Yet it had all looked so different after 
seven minutes when 
Cole fired the 
Hammers ahead. 

Kevin Nolan’s 
neat footwork 
sent Matt 
Taylor away 
down the left 
and the United 
skipper arrived in 
the area to meet 
the return ball with a 
firm downward header 
which hit the foot of Adam Federici’s 
post. 

The ball fell to the feet of Cole who 
took a touch before thumping it past 
the grounded Federici for his 10th goal 
of the season, and his first in 10 
games. 

The hosts seemed well in control 
and Vaz Te headed straight at Federici 
before firing over from close range. 

But, West Ham promptly fell to 
pieces by conceding a soft leveller a 
minute before half-time. 

Harte swung in a routine corner but 
defender Gorkss got in ahead of the 
flat-footed Nolan to head in at the 
near post. 

And the hosts were stunned in first- 
half stoppage time when Julien 
Faubert’s challenge on Jason Roberts 
served only to present the ball to Hunt, 
pictured above, who made no mistake 
with a low drive past Rob Green from 
12 yards. 

Things got worse for West Ham 12 
minutes into the second half when 
Hunt tumbled over Abdoulaye Faye’s 
challenge in the area and referee Chris 
Foy pointed to the spot, allowing Harte 
to step up and convert the penalty. 

With 15 minutes left Vaz Te’s tower¬ 
ing header from Gary O'Neil’s corner 
threatened a home fight back. 

But instead Leigertwood rammed 
home the fourth despite Hunt being 
well offside when the ball clipped his 
heels and bounced to the midfielder. 




FORMER Poole Town striker Charlie 
Austin came off the bench to score a 
second-half hat-trick for Burnley 
and leave Portsmouth deep in the 
npower Championship relegation 
mire. 

Kieran Trippier opened the scoring for 
the visitors before David Norris levelled 
matters and Portsmouth remained on top 
until the interval, giving little indication 
of what was to follow. 

Danny Ings netted his first goal for the 
Clarets early in the second half before 
substitute Austin claimed a quickfire tre¬ 
ble - his final two goals coming in stop¬ 
page time. 

Pompey went into the match buoyed by 
two consecutive home wins but are now 
five points from safety with six games 
remaining. 

Their magnificent second-half showing 
gave Burnley a first win in eight games 
and Eddie Howe’s side remain 16th in the 
table. 

Portsmouth boss Michael Appleton 
named the same side that beat Hull 2-0 on 
Tuesday night. 

Teenage midfielder Cameron Howieson 
was named on the bench for Burnley, 
who were also unchanged. 

Following a quiet opening, the game 
sprung into life when the visitors went in 
front with 16 minutes gone. 

Dean Marney’s low corner from the left 
flank was dummied to Trippier and the 
full-back sent a sweetly-struck drive into 
the bottom corner from 25 yards. 

Portsmouth’s response was swift and 
clinical. Luke Varney scampered onto 
George Thorn’s searching pass down the 


right wing and cut the ball across goal for 
Norris to thump into the roof of the net. 

Appleton’s men were now on the front 
foot and Scott Allan fired narrowly over 
the angle of post and bar after Burnley 
defender David Edgar carelessly 
coughed-up possession. 

But the Clarets almost took the lead on 
the stroke of half-time when Ben Mee’s 
strike took a deflection off Tal Ben Haim 
and forced Jamie Ashdown to make a 
superb save. 

They were back in front two minute 
after the restart courtesy of Ings’ mea¬ 
sured glancing header from Edgar’s 
right-wing cross after Portsmouth only 
half cleared Trippier’s corner. 

Austin was introduced in the 53rd 
minute when fellow forward Martin 
Paterson appeared to suffer a hamstring 
strain - his latest blow in an injury-hit 
season. 

Varney headed wide from Kelvin 
Etuhu’s cross as Pompey searched for an 
equaliser, but a staggering collapse fol¬ 
lowed. 

Ross Wallace’s 74th minute free-kick 
caused confusion inside the hosts’ penal¬ 
ty area and Austin was on hand with a 
predatory finish. 

Josh McQuoid fired over after a driving 
run from Ings and Ashdown was forced 
to palm a goalbound Chris McCann cross 
to safety before further gloss was added 
to the scoreline in stoppage time. 

An under-hit backpass from 
Portsmouth centre-back Jason Pearce 
gifted former Swindon man Austin his 
50th career goal and Junior Stanislas and 
McQuoid engineered a sweeping move 
for him to complete his hat-trick from 
close range.

SAINTS could take 
their place in the histo¬ 
ry books as well as the 
Premier League if they 
continue their impres¬ 
sive form until the end 
of the season. 

Nigel Adkins’ men 
appear well placed to 
secure automatic pro¬ 
motion to the top flight 
and could do it in some 
style. 

Though they are 
unlikely to break any 
headline records, they 
could easily take their 
place amongst the top 
Championship promo¬ 
tion winning teams of 
the last 20 years. 

Going into this week¬ 
end’s game against 
Blackpool, a winning 
finale to the season 
could see Saints bag 99 
points. 

That is still a way off 
of Reading’s achieve¬ 
ment of 106 but enough 
to put them joint fifth. 

The goalscoring 
power of Saints is 


something that has 
been continually high¬ 
lighted. 

Before the fixture at 
Bloomfield Road, 
Saints had fired home 
72 goals which leaves 
them nine off of a top 
15 place. 

To reach 

Manchester City’s 
effort of 108 will take 
some doing, even with 
Rickie Lambert in the 
side. 

Saints might strug¬ 
gle to squeeze into the 
least conceded catego¬ 
ry with 35 goals let in 
before the weekend’s 
matches but stand a 
chance of being joint 
second when it comes 
to the most home 
wins. 

They cannot beat or 
equal the record of 19 
but could get 18 if they 
defeat Portsmouth, 
Reading and 

Coventry.

STEVE Moran sets off on 
his 1,400-mile charity 
bike ride this weekend. 

The former Saints star aims 
to complete his Premiership 
Pedalathon by April 21 and in 
doing so raise money and 
awareness of a rare form of 
muscular dystrophy. 

He has been inspired by 
Connor Lancaster, the 12- 
year-old son of his partner 
Hayley, who was diagnosed 
with Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy when he was 
three. 

Fittingly, Steve will embark 
on his challenge from Martin 
House Hospice in Boston Spa, 
Yorkshire - which Connor 
attends - and cycle the 84 
miles to Sunderland’s 
Stadium of Light. 

Charities 

From there he will cycle on 
to Newcastle and every other 
Premier League ground - as 
well as Wembley and the five 
clubs he played for (Saints, 
Leicester, Reading, Exeter 
and Huh). 

The money Steve raises will 
be shared between four chari¬ 
ties - the Connor Lancaster 
Trust, Martin House Hospice, 
Muscular Dystrophy 

Campaign and Action 
Duchenne. 

Now a lorry driver, 51-year- 


old Steve hopes the training 
he has done will be enough. 

“You can never do enough 
training for something like 
this,” he says. 

“I did seven hours on a 
turbo trainer at the weekend 
but found it very uncomfort¬ 
able so I’ll be investing in a gel 
saddle cover! 

“I’m sure it’s going to hurt 


but I’ve got a lot of support. 

“Various friends have kind¬ 
ly offered to drive the support 
vehicle on a lot of the legs, 
including Connor’s dad and a 
guy I met on Facebook whose 
son suffers from the same 
condition.” 

Steve played for Saints from 
1979-1986 and is best remem¬ 
bered for scoring the winning 


goal against Pompey at 
Fratton Park in an FA Cup 
fourth round tie in 1984. 

He will cycle the 110 miles 
from Exeter City to St Mary’s 
on April 12 before departing 
for Reading the next morning. 

He hopes many Saints fans 
will cycle the 46 miles to the 
Madejski Stadium with him 
before heading back for the 


big game against Reading that 
night. 

“I’ll be staying at the Jolly 
Farmer in Warsash, which 
used to be my local, and a lot 
of Southampton fans have 
said they’ll be joining me en 
route which will be fantastic, 
it’ll be great to see them,” he 
said. 

“We’ll be setting off at 11am 
so will probably arrive in 
Reading around 3pm. 
Hopefully Saints will com¬ 
plete a memorable day by 
beating Reading in the 
evening!” 

On April 21, Streve will com¬ 
plete his epic journey by 
cycling the 146 miles from 
Carrow Road, Norwich to 
Hull City’s KC Stadium, the 
club where he finished his 
playing career and where he 
is now a matchday host. 

There is no cure for 
Duchenne Muscular 

Dystrophy, but Steve hopes 
his efforts will go some way to 
improving Connor’s quality 
of life. 

“Because it’s so rare it does¬ 
n’t get the funding of illnesses 
like cancer, but they’re so 
close to finding a treatment, 
so I had to do something,” he 
explained.

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The announcement of 
Southampton FC’s finan¬ 
cial status put the icing 
on what has been, thus 
far, a pretty damn 
impressive cake. 

But looking at those statis¬ 
tics, the figures produced 
are up to June 30, 2011 and 
as such are already surely 
nine months out of date? 

In that intervening period, 
we’ve been promoted to the 
Championship, which cer¬ 
tainly has brought a bigger 
broadcasting revenue. 

Season ticket prices went 
up by 30 per cent with a rel¬ 
atively similar number of 
sales and matchday sales 
will have gone up with big¬ 
ger attendances and an 
extra few pounds on the 
ticket price from £24 up to 
£27 in most areas of the 
ground. 

If you take into account 
that the sale of Alex Oxlade 
Chamberlain has probably 
balanced out the signings 
we’ve made this season, and 
the new contracts handed 
out to a number of players, 
then the figures are even 
better than they currently 
suggest. 

The conversion of the £33 
million debt into shares 
effectively puts Saints in a 
remarkably healthy state. 

It makes any potential sale 
look an absolute steal. 

Chairman Nicola Cortese 
has stated on numerous 
occasions that should the 
Liebherr family decide to 
sell, he has several other 
options. 

In light of these financial 
figures, should Saints get 
promoted, then the club 
would be an extremely 
attractive proposition. 

I stated last week that the 
turnaround in our fortunes 
is nothing short of miracu¬ 
lous and these figures sim¬ 
ply add to that. 

What makes it even more 
notable is the current differ¬ 
ence between Saints and 
Pompey. 

Any perspective buyer 
will look at Saints; at their 
UEFA standard stadium, 
their UEFA standard 
Academy setup, their UEFA 
standard training facilities, 
their Premiership standard 
squad, their other assets, 
such as Jackson’s Farm, etc 
and see a club that is 
healthy and viable. 

Any prospective buyer 
will look at Pompey and see 
a club that has a ground 
owned by one person, the 
land around it owned by 
someone else, no training 
facilities (they train in 
Southampton) and a squad 
that, by and large, is made 
up of loanees and freebies 
and worth the square root 
of you know what. 

It does make you wonder 



how one club got so lucky 
and one didn’t? 

But was it luck? 

I’ll be controversial and 
say it wasn’t. 

You get out of life what 
you put into it. 


Saints were run as a busi¬ 
ness: we didn’t win any¬ 
thing, but we paid our way. 

In the modern world 
you’re judged by your pos¬ 
sessions rather than your 
principles and it should 


come as no surprise that, in 
this day and age, Saints 
were viewed as being some¬ 
thing of an oddity, a club 
that actually budgeted, kept 
within its means and paid 
what it owed. 


Portsmouth, on the other 
hand, were a club that spent 
money it didn’t have and 
lived fast and cheap. 

They took the fast/easy 
route and acquired a trophy 
but never set up an infra¬ 


structure to pay for it all. 

They may feel they got 
away with writing off a 
huge amount of debt, but 
who really feels sorry for 
Pompey? 

Who would genuinely 
invest money in the club 
without a receipt and some 
sort of guarantee they’d get 
paid? 

They have written off tens 
of millions of pounds but 
they have lost one thing 
they can never regain. 

Respect. 

Saints may have been 
something of laughing stock 
with the tabloid media but 
I’d hazard a guess that few 
people would look back at 
the Lowe era and realise 
that Rupert had laid the 
foundations for what has 
transpired recently. 

He may have been a divi¬ 
sive figure, his upper class 
background and love of 
hockey may have gone 
against the usual stereotype 
of a footballing man, but 
Rupert Lowe had quite a 
few good ideas as to how a 
football club should be run. 

He saw the devastating 
effects that a managerial 
loss had on a club and tried 
to limit their influence by 
making them head coaches. 

Was he wrong? 

Ask any club that loses its 
manager, and then their 
entire coaching team, and 
then tell me Lowe was 
wrong? 

He saw the spiralling 
effects of players’ wages and 
instigated wage caps and 
wage reductions upon rele¬ 
gation. 

Was he wrong? 

Ask Pompey, a club that 
spent stupid money on play¬ 
ers’ wages, based around a 
football ground that held a 
maximum of 22,000 people. 

Then tell me Lowe was 
wrong? 

Even St Mary’s is often 
quoted as being more of a 
city council achievement 
than a Rupert Lowe one. 

But was he really wrong in 
trying to get Stoneham and 
make it self-sufficient with a 
shopping/cinema complex? 

Saints had tried for years 
to get a new stadium and it 
was on Rupert Lowe’s 
watch that it was achieved. 

Let’s not be so churlish as 
to try and airbrush him 
out of our history and the 
things that he did right. 

A recession, a staggering 
amount of clubs in unsus¬ 
tainable debt and an ever 
growing number of clubs 
facing administration, 
show that Lowe’s prudence 
was actually our saving 
grace rather than our ruin. 

Perhaps one day the his¬ 
tory books may be a little 
kinder on our controver¬ 
sial former chairman. 

He deserves it.

WITH the season coming to a 
close, preparations for this 
summer’s pre-season tours 
are well under way. 

A number of Premier League 
clubs have American owners, and 
so it would appear that America 
will be flooded with English teams 
cashing in on their popularity 
among USA football supporters. 

Liverpool, who are owned by 
Fenway Sports Group, have 
announced a pre-season match 
against Serie A team Roma on July 
25 at Fenway Park. 

US businessman John W Henry, 
the principal owner of FSG, also 
controls Major League Baseball 
team Boston Red Sox and a US 
stock car franchise. 

Boston will be the base for 
Liverpool as they embark on a 12- 
day tour, where two competitive 
matches will be played to celebrate 
Fenway Park’s centenary. 

Liverpool, who dominated in the 
1970s and 1980s, have won the 
Carling Cup this year and face 
Everton at Wembley in the semi¬ 
final of the FA Cup. 

But with just eight games left in 
the season, they are a staggering 31 
points behind Premier League lead¬ 
ers Manchester United. 

They need an FA Cup win to pla¬ 


cate the restless Anfield supporters 
who are beginning to doubt 
whether Kenny Dalglish can pro¬ 
duce a team capable of competing 
with the best the Premier League 
has to offer. 

Aston Villa will also play friend¬ 
lies against Major League Soccer 
clubs Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Portland in preparation for the 
2012/13 season. 

American owner Randy Lerner 
must have reservations regarding 
Villa’s lowly position in the 
Premier League. 

Sixth from bottom with 33 points 
is hardly what he would have 
expected when he appointed Alex 
McLeish, the former Birmingham 
manager, against the wishes _ 
of most supporters. 

Now they could find 
themselves dragged into 
a relegation battle, espe¬ 
cially if they suffered a 
loss at home to Chelsea 
today. 

Manchester United and *7^ 
Arsenal, plus Chelsea 
and Tottenham, will all be wm 
travelling to the USA for ^ 
their pre-seasons as well.

But they failed to make the Under- 
20 World Championships last year 
and, now, perhaps the biggest dis¬ 
appointment is the failure of the 
under-23 side to qualify for the 
Olympics. 

In fact, the USA have failed to 
make two of the last three Olympic 
Games. 

On Monday night, a goal in the 
dying seconds against El Salvador,

To put it in perspective, I played 
in the England team that beat the 
United States at Randall’s Island, in 
New York, 10-0 in 1964. 

At the 2010 World Cup, they drew 
with England 1-1. 

Gulati, who took over the presi¬ 
dency in 2006, dismissed Arena 
after America crashed out of the 
World Cup in the group stages. 

Qualification for the next World 
Cup, in Brazil, starts this June and 
current US coach Jurgen 
Klinsmann will hope that Major 
League Soccer, which has expand¬ 
ed to 19 teams, will create more 
positions for American-born play¬ 
ers. 

It has also relaunched a reserve 
league to help create more competi¬ 
tion. 

There are now more American 
players in Europe than ever before, 
but very few can match the 
achievements of Fulham’s Clint 
Dempsey. 

US supporters will have to con¬ 
tent themselves this summer with 
pre-season friendlies against 
Premier League teams, rather than 
watching up-and-coming American 
players at the Olympics.

Lancaster deserves 
his chance at top job 


IT might have seemed at 
times a rather odd selec¬ 
tion process, but the 
RFU have made the right 
decision in appointing 
Stuart Lancaster as the 
new England head 
coach. 

After the team’s perfor¬ 
mance in the Six Nations 
under his leadership they 
really had little choice 
but to hand him the job. 


Following on from 
Martin Johnson was 
going to be tough in 
terms of personality 
rather than results, but 
Lancaster, pictured left, 
has handled himself well. 

It seems that he has the 
respect of the players 
and that is as big a fac¬ 
tor as any. 

Like any coach without 
experience of that level 


you are taking a leap of 
faith. 

In the world of football 
there are a number of 
managers who do a good 
job on a caretaker basis, 
get the job permanently 
and then fall short, and 
maybe that fate will 
eventually befall 
Lancaster, but he 
deserves the chance to 
give it a go. 


IF ANDREW Strauss’ time as 
England captain is to come to 
an end then he should be 
allowed the freedom to make 
that call himself. 

There is no doubt he is under 
immense pressure after a terrible 
winter series that has exposed the 
flaws in the England armoury 
that many felt were being masked 
by wins in kind conditions or 
against below par opposition. 

Getting England to number one 
in the world Test rankings was a 
marvellous achievement. 

But the real examination of just 
how good this side are was always 
going to come this winter as they 
travelled to the sub-continent to 
face Pakistan in the UAE and then 
Sri Lanka in their own backyard. 

Unfortunately, defeat after 
defeat has followed and the truth 
has been exposed - that is a very 
good England team but not one 
that deserves consideration as 
being one of the all-time great 
Test playing sides as some had 
previously suggested. 

Of course, they could yet turn 
things around in their series 
against Sri Lanka, but it will take 
a big effort after their defeat in the 
first Test, and the seeds of doubt 
are already sown in the great 
team debate. 

FLAKY 

The focus is inevitably on 
Strauss, partly because he is the 
captain of the team and also 
because his own form has been so 
flaky. 

One Test century in 48 innings is 
obviously not the standard you 
want from an opening batsman, 
and a player who is the leader and 
talisman for his team. 

From a distance it is tough to 
watch because as a person 
Strauss doesn’t deserve this, and 
in terms of his technique he does¬ 
n’t look like he should be going 
through it. 

It’s not as if Strauss is continual¬ 
ly failing, posting single figure 
numbers due to a massive flaw in 
technique or confidence. 

Instead, he is getting in, looking 
set, and then getting out on a ludi¬ 
crously regular basis. 

Trying to work out why that is 
happening must be the most frus¬ 
trating thing of all. 

It still looks like it’s all there for 
him stored away in his locker, 
and yet it’s almost as if he gets the 
key in the lock, turns it half way 
and then it snaps off. 

But he has earned respect and 
has earned loyalty as well for his

achievements. Captaining 

England to home and away Ashes 
series wins and getting them to 
number one in the Test rankings, 
even if it looks like being a rela¬ 
tively brief stay, is about as good 
as you could hope for. 

Strauss doesn’t strike Adam 
Rant as the kind of guy who is 


going to cling on forever, no mat¬ 
ter how bad things get or in the 
face of a public outcry for him to 
step aside. He will know when the 
time is right, to either retire com¬ 
pletely or step down as captain, 
and he deserves the breathing 
space to make that decision. 

Strauss will surely know and be 


able to admit to himself that he 
can take it no further, or at 35 he 
wishes to take it no further. 

Things will have to get much 
worse or carry on for much 
longer for others above him to 
take the decision to remove him. 
He deserves the freedom to do it 
his way. 


Weaver

THE Olympics displays the 
full range of sporting emo¬ 
tions and there are inevitably 
some for whom ambitions 
and dreams are crushed 
rather than made. 

One such person is lain 
Weaver. 

The Ferndown-based boxer 
has been training under the 
tutelage of the superb Stuart 
Gill at Golden Ring ABC since 
he was very young, with the 
dream always being to repre¬ 
sent Great Britain at the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

Even a few years ago Adam 
Rant was tipping him as a 
possible medallist, so certain 
did it look that he would 
make the tournament, and 
such was his form and 
undoubted 
quality. 

But this 
week 
Weaver 
got the

now, spending a lot of time 
at their training centre and 
living up in Sheffield.

ALBION and Middlesbrough 
walk out at The Amex knowing 
their season could go to the 
wire. 

If that is how it turns out, their for¬ 
mer striker Ian Baird will know how 
they feel, writes Brian Owen. 

The current Eastleigh manager 
remembers final day drama - and 
celebrations - with both clubs. 

He helped the Seagulls stay in the 
Football League in 1997. And he 
secured a title-winning medal for 
himself and Leeds in what is now 
called the Championship - by scor¬ 
ing for Boro. 

Baird, who celebrates his 48th 
birthday tomorrow (Sunday), was 
sent-off on the last day at the 
Goldstone, as Doncaster were beaten 
1 - 0 . 

But disciplinary rules at the time 
meant his ban did not kick in until 
after the 1-1 draw at Hereford on the 
final day which sent the Bulls down 
and secured Albion’s League status. 

Jimmy Case first brought him to 
the Seagulls in the summer of 1996. 

Baird said: “When I joined there 
was so much going on with David 
Bellotti. I’ve got to say every time I 
met him he seemed like a nice guy 
but there was a deep sense of dislike 
for him and what he was trying to do. 

“With all that, I really did enjoy it. 
Whenever I played at the Goldstone I 
always seemed to score. 

“It was getting quite dilapidated 
when I was there it still had quite a 
unique atmosphere. 

“I had been at Plymouth. We had 
just been promoted in the old second 
division and Casey came in for me 
along with a couple of other clubs.

“I always knew I was a bit of a stop¬ 
gap for Neil Warnock at Plymouth 
because when he signed me he told 
me T’m signing you to get promoted’. 

“Brighton was closer to home 
because I was commuting to 
Plymouth from Southampton. I 
knew Jimmy from Southampton 

“Casey is a character. His way of 
management was quite different to 
what I had experienced. It was quite 
relaxed. 

“We just couldn’t win an away 
game. With all the pressure Casey 
had, I think it got on top of him. 
When he was sacked it seemed like a 
relief to him. 

“Steve Gritt came in and we 
worked a lot harder on the training 
ground, that’s for sure. But we 
still couldn’t win an away 
game.” 

Fortunately, Albion were 
brilliant at home and only I 4 • 
needed a draw at Hereford on L 
the final day. 

Baird, who scored 14 goals B 
in his season with the 
Seagulls, said: “Hereford was 
nerve-racking because you didn’t 
want to be part of the side that got 
relegated with Brighton. 

“But we felt the pressure was on 
Hereford because they were at home 
and we couldn’t win an away game.” 

Baird left the club that summer, 
heading for a stint in Hong Kong, but 
he had done his bit. Just as he did his 
bit for Leeds in 1990, even though he 
had left them during the season for

£500,000. 

As luck would have it, he lined up 
for Boro on the final day knowing 
victory over leaders Newcastle 
would give Leeds a chance to nick 
the title by winning at 
Bournemouth. 

He said of the move to 
Teesside: “It was me being 
1 petulant. I had played every 
j one of Howard Wilkinson’s 
r games since he had come in, 
which was about 85 on the 
bounce. 

“He decided to sign Lee 

Chapman and I threw my dummy 
out. He said to me he didn’t want me 
to go, I said to him ‘Well, I am going’. 
Middlesbrough agreed the deal. 

“I had in the back of my mind that, 
if Leeds won the title, I had played 
enough games to get a medal. 

“I scored two on the final day, 
Bernie Slaven scored two and it all 
worked out well. 

“I really enjoyed Boro. There were 


some very good players, the likes of 
Stuart Ripley, Colin Cooper, Tony 
Mowbray, but they were on a bit of a 
downward spiral. Bruce Rioch 
signed me and then got sacked with¬ 
in three games. 

“Colin Todd took over and we went 
on a really bad run but we managed 
to stay up at the end of the season. 

“The following season we got beat 
in the play-offs by a very good Notts 
County side.”

County went on to beat Albion in 
the final with a top-flight place at 
stake. Which shows how fast things 
deteriorated before Baird did his bit 
to keep them in the league just six 
years later. 

Now Baird the manager, assisted 
by former Albion pro Shaun 
Wilkinson, has his own slide to 
arrest. Albeit not on the same scale. 


Baird, who also rents out proper¬ 
ties and is involved with a scaffold¬ 
ing company, describes his manag¬ 
er’s role at Eastleigh as almost full¬ 
time. 

Ahead of today’s game with his old 
mate Tommy Widdrington and 
Eastbourne Borough, he said: “We 
are on the back end of four league 
defeats on the bounce. 

“We started the season with the 
remit of staying in the league. Come 
January we had a takeover and an 
influx of players. 

“We were right in the frame until 
four or five games ago and we have 
dropped right off. The pressure is on. 

“I don’t enjoy all the behind the 
scenes wrangling that come with 
management. 

“I enjoy the training nights. I enjoy 
the Saturdays, especially when we 
win. 

“I never get too up when we win, 1 
never get too down when we lose. 
But, yes, of course I enjoy it.”

John Taylor and Mike Johnston 
were dismissed for using foul or abu¬ 
sive language to the referee, while 
Steve Flynn received two yellow cards 
and Matt Harvey went for denying a 
goalscoring opportunity. 

Queens Park also had four other 
players booked and will now face a 
multi-player misconduct charge from 
the Hampshire FA. 

New Star, who had one player cau¬ 
tioned, will meet Shoulder of Mutton 
in the semi-final following their 2-1 
win over West Moors SSC - in a 
game played simultaneously and at a 
different venue. 

Queens Park boss Bilal Yasin 
claimed Moyse had favoured New 
Star due to an 
alleged connection) 
with Shoulder of 
Mutton, an accu¬ 
sation the official 
strongly refuted.

In a statement, Moyse said: “As I 
do after every game, I have reflected 
on the decisions and stand by all of 
them. 

“It is my responsibility and duty as 
a referee to enforce the laws of the 
game. 

“My appointment to this match was 
known to Queens Park a week 
before. If they had any concerns 
about me refereeing they should have 
raised the matter with the FA before 
the match and not after they had lost. 

“The FA has spent a lot of time, 
effort and money on the respect (the 
referee) campaign. I would be failing 
the FA, players and fellow referees if I 
did not carry out my duties. 

“As for Queens Park, the FA has a 
very fair and robust appeal procedure 
in place if they wish to follow that 
path. But I will be standing by the 
decisions I made. 

“This is a classic example of a foot¬ 
ball team whose lack of discipline 
has cost them a game they should 
have won. 

“I am sure the FA will use this 
experience to send out a clear mes¬ 
sage to all clubs and players that 
abuse of match officials will not be 
tolerated. 

“As a referee, I do not tolerate dis¬ 
sent or foul and abusive language 
that is directed towards me. Why 
would any referee want to go out and 
referee to be verbally abused?” 



A University of Leicester sociologist 
has taken part in a conference to cele¬ 
brate the British hosting of the 
Olympic Games and which asked: ‘Is 
there too much money in sport?’ 

John Williams, from the University 
of Leicester Department of 
Sociology, took part in the 
debate at the French 
Institute in London. 

The conference 
asked: “At a time 
when the bil¬ 
lionaires of 



Qatar, the 
United Arab 
Emirates and Russia 
are treating themselves 
r to some of Europe’s 
biggest clubs, should foot¬ 
ball still be viewed as a fully 
fledged Olympic sport? 

Is it even a sport at all, or just 
another business? 

And has the beautiful game been tainted 
by this influx of money?” 

The discussion also addressed the subject 
of sport betting. Should the advent of online 
betting be seen as a genuine threat to fair 
play and the spirit of sport? 

Williams argued that despite its obvious 
strengths, the British game faced some 
deep-seated, debilitating problems - ones 
rooted in failings in the funding and mainte¬ 
nance of the economic infrastructure of the 
domestic game itself. 

There are a number of key indicators on 
the scale of the problem, he said. 

• Since the satellite TV-funded Premier 
League club breakaway in 1992, on an 
unprecedented 54 occasions have football 
clubs in England and Wales been declared 
effectively bankrupt and placed into admin¬ 
istration. 

South coast trio Saints, Portsmouth 
(twice) and Bournemouth (twice) are among 
the list of clubs who have gone into admin¬ 
istration. 

In Italy, Spain and elsewhere there are 
tales of economic problems, but perhaps not 
on this scale. 

• Significantly, the recent impetus for 
applying potentially fatal pressure on finan¬ 
cially failing UK football clubs has come, 
increasingly, from public as well as private 
sources. 

Since 2009 alone the UK tax authorities 
HMRC have issued 26 winding up petitions 
against a selection of Football League and 
one Premier League club (Pompey). 

Football clubs seem no longer to be pro¬ 
tected from economic realism because of 
their identities as important ‘community’ 
assets. 

• The financial gap between the Premier 
League and the Football League has 
induced middle-range clubs into excessive, 
short term risk taking - sometimes to near 
disastrous effect. 

• Also, according to PFA figures, in 1992 
average basic weekly earnings of players in 
the English top flight were £1,482, compared 
to £320 a week in the lowest professional 
tier. 

By 2009/10 average basic top football 
wages in England had increased some 15- 
fold to £22,353: but lower-end wages had 
only just more than doubled, to a very mod¬ 
erate £747. 

Most professional footballers today still 



nomically and proba¬ 
bly culturally too - with 

skilled manual workers than 
they do with the huge endorse¬ 
ments, sponsorships and global football 
celebrities featured on the magazine cir¬ 
cuits. 

Williams argued that the local industrial¬ 
ists and businessmen of yore, or members 
of local paternalistic family dynasties who 
typically owned clubs and came to the role 
with a carefully scripted ‘duty of care’ order 
towards its local supporters, are increasing¬ 
ly rare. 

At the top end of the sport in England 
today, local millionaires and family sup¬ 
porters are gradually being replaced by 
global multi-millionaires or even billion¬ 
aires in the boardrooms. 

These include heads of state, global capi¬ 
talists, or faceless corporate investors who 
hope for a return - psychic or material - on 
their investments in English football. 

“Living, as we do, in what criminologists 
call the ‘now society’ in which gratification 
is seldom knowingly deferred, both ‘jam- 
today’, success-hungry fans and the game’s 
official guardians, seemingly, must take 
offers of external benevolence and commit¬ 
ment largely on trust. In straightened 
times, who can afford to look a deregulated 
gift horse in the mouth? ” said Williams. 

Finally, Williams argued that there may 
yet be glimmers of regulatory hope beyond 
British shores. 

UEFA’s proposed new licensing regime 
aimed at producing ‘financial fair play’ by 
limiting the spending and debt of top 
European clubs, offers perhaps the most 
viable prospect of a much needed trans¬ 
national form of future ethical football gov¬ 
ernance, one aimed against financial 
exploitation and recklessness. 

He concludes: “But this also raises the cru¬ 
cial question: can UEFA really afford to 
eject its star television names from its elite 
competitions for alleged financial

Masters is 
as wide 
open as 
normal 


THE first major of the year is fast 
approaching and the bookmakers have 
now made Rory Mcllroy a firm favourite 
ahead of Tiger Woods and Phil 
Mickelson. 

But before deciding where to place 
your bet for the Masters, which starts 
next Thursday, here is a piece of advice. 

Think carefully. 

The last two majors were won by play¬ 
ers ranked 111th and 108th in the world 
- Darren Clarke at The Open and Keegan 
Bradley at the USPGA Championship. 

Clarke, pictured below, was less than a 
month away from his 43rd birthday at 
the time and was playing in his 54th 
major. 

Bradley had turned 25 only a month 
earlier and had never played in a major 
before. 

No pattern there then. 

They became the 12th and 13th differ¬ 
ent winners of the last 13 majors and, like 
the five immediately before them, they 
were lifting a major title for the first time. 

Furthermore, of those seven Mcllroy 
was the only one to be ranked in the 
world's top 10 when he tri¬ 
umphed. 

Graeme McDowell, his 
predecessor as US Open 
champion, was 37th in the 
rankings at the time, then 
came Louis Oosthuizen at 
54th, Martin Kaymer at 
13th, Chari Schwartzel at 
29th, Mcllroy at eighth, then 
Clarke and Bradley. 

The last time anybody in the top 
three won was Mickelson at the 2010 
Masters and the last time the reigning 
number one was successful was Woods 
at the 2008 US Open. 

In other words, you could not have a 
greater contrast between golf and 
tennis in the modem day. 

Novak Djokovic, Rafael Nadal or Roger 
Federer have won 27 of the last 28 
Grand Slam tournaments, the only 
exception being Juan Martin Del Potro at 
the 2009 US Open. 

The unpredictability of golf is further 
illustrated by the fact that the first 12 
events on the PGA Tour in America this 
season have produced 12 different win¬ 
ners. 

The first nine on the European Tour, 
meanwhile, have seen eight different 
champions and the only player to dou¬ 
ble up can hardly be considered a big 
name - South African Branden Grace 
was at the qualifying school a month 
earlier. 

Look at the last seven World Golf 
Championships as well. 

That is the next level down from the 
majors and they have seen seven differ¬ 
ent winners in Francesco Molinari, Luke 
Donald, Nick Watney, Adam Scott, 
Kaymer, Hunter Mahan and, most 
recently, Hampshire’s Justin Rose. 

Kaymer is the only one on that list who 
has a major title to his name - and the 
only one who has never made the 
halfway cut at Augusta. 

Four trips, four early exits. The 27- 
year-old German, who was world num¬ 
ber one when he missed by five shots 
last April, really does have something to 
prove on his return next week.

A 5-1 scoreline probably didn’t 
do justice to the part Petersfield 
played in a thoroughly entertain¬ 
ing final. They were in the game 
for two-thirds of the time, but 
were eventually overpowered by a 
stronger, talented Kings’ side. 

Kings’ coach Chris Marwood 
was complimentary about the pos¬ 


itive style of play of both finalists 
and complete sportsmanship and 
good nature throughout the final. 

“The 5-1 scoreline was not a fair 
reflection of what was a closely 
contested final, where both teams 
had chances to take a clear lead,” 
he said. 

“I believed that after coming 
from a goal down in the semi final 
against Salesian College, the 
Kings’ boys had the mental and 
physical strength to come back 
into the game, and I am delighted 
that they did as they have worked 
hard as a team all year. 


“Sometimes scoring early can be 
counterproductive and thanks to 
two great saves from Alex, we 
knew going in at half time one 
apiece that we would come on 
strong in the second half. 

Marwood added: “Given the heat 
and pitch size (much larger than 
we are used to), it was important 
the players paced themselves 
through the game so they could 
put Petersfield under pressure at 
the end. 

“I’m certainly not keen on false 
praise but for the Kings’ boys to go 
two full seasons undefeated in 


what is a very strong district 
league and county cup is a fantas¬ 
tic record. 

“But the boys know they went 
out prematurely in the ESFA 
national cup competition this year 
so the target must be to go on and 
reach the latter stages next sea¬ 
son.”

“But, at

and be the 
best we can be. 

“We need to get that balance, 
which the athletes are getting. 

“As long as you're training 
and not missing sessions, you 
can do your sponsorship 
requirements, but just make 
sure you're doing the work 
first.” 

Ennis knows a fast start is 
going to be vital in London. 

Over the past seven months 
she has been dethroned as 
world champion and world 
indoor champion, losing her 
titles to her main rivals Tatyana 
Chernova and Nataliya 
Dobrynska. 

Poor performances in the 
javelin and the long jump have 
proven to be her downfall, but 
she insists there is no need to 
overhaul her training pro¬ 
gramme in a bid to rectify the 
problems. 

“You don’t want to change 
too many things,” she said. 

“You have to work on slightly 
different things but you don't 
want to change your whole 
training programme. You have 
to believe that it’s the right 
thing you’re doing and keep 
doing it.”

COUNTY cricket begins a new 
season next week, beset as 
ever by the perennial questions 
about its viability. 

Yet even while straitened eco¬ 
nomic circumstances turn a cruel 
attention on this most vulnerable of 
sporting institutions, it is hard to 
fathom what more the cricketers 
themselves could do to effect any 
improvement on the 2011 product, 
writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

Lancashire’s emotionally- 

charged and painfully overdue last- 
ditch championship victory was 
pure theatre down in Taunton, a 
taut drama which rightly supplant¬ 
ed the pre-match mutterings for 
England’s final fixture of the sum¬ 
mer - not to mention the latest con¬ 
fection of enforced football fanati¬ 
cism - on each and every back page. 

Glen Chappie and Peter Moores’ 
all-for-one collective efforts culmi¬ 
nated appropriately in a title- 
clinching scorecard which featured 
an unbroken list of 15 double-figure 
contributions on the way to an 
eight-wicket win to sneak the sil¬ 
verware from under 

Warwickshire’s noses. 

So many required elements - Red 
Rose redemption, triumph in 
adversity, to mention just a couple - 
ensured an abundantly satisfying 
outcome, whatever your partisan 
preferences. 

It is not as if, either, the twists and

turns of 2011 were any exception in 
modern times. 

From the end of Yorkshire’s 33- 
year wait to add to their already 
unrivalled title haul back in 2001, 
on to and beyond Sussex’s maiden 
success - under coach Moores - 
after more than a century of previ¬ 
ous failure, the championship has 
consistently delivered in the new 
millennium. 

Many contend it continues to do 
so despite, not because of, the 
efforts of English cricket’s 
administrators - all the more so I 
in an unforgiving financial cli¬ 
mate which, it is reckoned, will | 
soon threaten the futures of a 
clutch of clubs long considered 
part of their sport’s fabric. 

Those tales of woe may yet 
prove premature rather than 
prescient. 

But it is a fact of life for county 
cricket that - irrespective of the 
attempts at reinvention contained 
in the Morgan Report or in the edi¬ 
fices springing up at Old Trafford, 
Edgbaston et al - times are agonis- 


Only a fast start 
will do for ButUer 

WICKETKEEPER-batsman Jos Buttler has urged Somerset to 
make a strong start to ensure they do not endure another year of 
being nearly men. 

Having finished runners-up in every competition in 2010, the 
county would have emulated the feat last season had they not 
finished fourth in Division One of the LV= County Championship, 
as they once again fell at the final hurdle in both the Clydesdale 
Bank 40 and Friends Life t20. 

To add insult to injury, in 2010, they missed out on the champi¬ 
onship title as Nottinghamshire emerged triumphant on the final 
day of the season. 

In the wake of that devastation, Somerset were once again 
among the favourites to win county cricket’s biggest prize last 
year. 

However, a disastrous start - they suffered innings defeats in 
their first two four-day encounters - meant they were 
playing catch-up from the off - something Buttler is 
desperate not to see repeated. 

“There is a hell of a lot of cricket played in the 
early part of the season with the way the fixtures 
are, so you cannot afford to not be in top gear 
right from the start,” he said. 

“That is something we have got to make sure 
we do. 

“Hopefully the weather stays alright so we can 
be in a great position to start the season well.” 

The aim for Somerset this season will undoubtedly 
be to find a way to become the proverbial brides instead of 
bridesmaids. 

It is a challenge Buttler, right, believes they are up to, insisting 
he and his team-mates can take heart from the fact they are 
always there or thereabouts. 

“We have got to keep getting to those positions because you 
cannot win if you’re not in the finals - it is a huge positive that we 
are getting there,” he added. Now we have got to just work on 
finishing it off and playing our best cricket in the final, which is 
something obviously everybody is keen to do.” 

As for his own development, Buttler spent the winter first 
enjoying highly successful tours of Bangladesh and Sri Lanka 
with England Lions before being involved with the senior side on 
the limited-overs legs against Pakistan in the United Arab 
Emirates, as was Hampshire’s Danny Briggs. 

His inclusion was recognition for the fine start the 21-year-old 
has made in the professional game; he averages just short of 70 
in List A cricket having played 40 matches. 

Buttler, though, is not resting on his laurels and is targeting an 
improvement in the championship as he continues to pursue the 
ultimate dream of playing Test cricket. 

He admitted: “I hope to improve my first-class record -1 want 
to score runs in all forms of cricket. So far, I have had a lot more 
success in one-day cricket, but I believe I have got a technique 
that can work in first-class cricket as well.”

It is debatable perhaps 
whether the Lancashire model 
of whole so much greater than 
sum of parts can be expected to 
suffice again - even with a 
plethora of fixtures once more 
scheduled on Liverpool’s fair, 
result pitch. 

Chappie and Co will hardly fail 
for lack of effort. There are, howev¬ 
er, several other contenders at least 
as likely. 


Can Somerset perhaps, the con¬ 
spicuous last-fence fallers of 2011, 
snap that wretched habit - not just 
in four-day cricket but in the two 
shorter formats as well? 

The early-season recruitment of 
South Africa revelation Vernon 
Philander is a statement of intent, 
as is the presence of Chris Gayle 
and Albie Morkel for the Twenty20 
campaign. 

Should it all come right at last 
under the captaincy of Marcus 
Trescothick, there will be empa- 
thetic smiles and tears all round 
and far away too from Taunton. 

If there is any justice, you might

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be tempted to conclude, it is long 
past time Somerset stopped playing 
the stooges and stepped up to centre 
stage. 

But as Trescothick himself so can¬ 
didly acknowledged last 
September, after Somerset’s almost 
tragi-comic near-misses - including 
in both limited-overs showpiece 
finals, at Edgbaston and Lord’s - 
they must look critically at them¬ 
selves to work out why so much 
good work keeps coming to noth¬ 
ing.

AJMAL Shahzad has more reason than 
most, even amid Yorkshire’s collective 
2011 disappointment, to put a largely 
regrettable year behind him. 

The pace-bowling all-rounder kept 
going through the pain of an ankle 
injury, which eventually required 
surgery, for 10 county championship 
matches - to depressingly little effect. 

As Yorkshire faltered to relegation 
from LV= Division One, along with 
Hampshire, Shahzad dropped ever fur¬ 
ther out of the reckoning to add to his 
one Test and 11 one-day international 
caps for England. 

A paltry 25 wickets at an alarming 41 
runs each resulted in the knowledge 
too that he was one of the targets of 
public displeasure voiced at the end of 
a sorry campaign by Yorkshire chair¬ 
man Colin Graves. 

Throw in an ignominious rebuke and 
fine for his scuffing of the pitch while 
batting at Edgbaston - an uncharacter¬ 
istic and “stupid act”, he concedes 
himself - not to mention that October 
date with the surgeon’s knife after all, 
and it is hard to imagine how 2011 
could have gone much worse. 

But Shahzad is an optimist - and as a 
new season dawns, under revamped 
Yorkshire management 
with Jason Gillespie 
first-team coach and 
Martyn Moxon 
director of cricket, 
he sees good reason 
to be hoping for the 

best again. QHAH7AD

some harsh words 

spoken,” he said, of the blunt language 
in Graves’ end of term report. 

“But the stats are there for everybody 
to see. A few players didn't have the 
best of seasons.” 

Shahzad insists that his painful left 
ankle was significant mitigation for his 
struggles. 

“I've got my reasons for why it was 
so tough personally. 

“Everyone knew that was the case 
with my ankle. If they didn't think I was 
fit to play then I shouldn't be on the 
pitch. But obviously people thought I 
was, and I kept playing.” 

He added: “There were a few people, 
including myself, who did get a nudge 
and a little bit of a shock at the end of 
last season by a few words that were 
spoken by the owner of the club. 

“You're not going to really take that 
on board; we've just got to crack on 
with what we do. 

“We try our best every time we get 
on the pitch. There's not a point when 
we get on the pitch and think 'Oh, 
today's not the day for us'. 

“This is my job. I'm a fast bowler, 
who bats - and I go on to that pitch 
every day trying to take wickets and 
bowl as quick as I possibly can, and 
bowl well. 

“People have their opinions and 
views, which I don't really take to heart. 

“I'm at the end of a three year con¬ 
tract with Yorkshire. My personal ambi¬ 
tion is to do well this season, and hope 
to get another contract offer - and put 
some hard graft in. 

“We're all looking forward to a very 
strong season.”

LANCASHIRE’S LV=County 
Championship victory last season was 
a surprise - not just due to the 77-year 
wait, but the make-up of their team. 

While the triumph was a feather in 
the cap for long-serving veterans such 
as captain Glen Chappie, his predeces¬ 
sor Mark Chilton and spinner Gary 
Keedy, it also owed much to a crop of 
unsung homegrown players of whom 
such heroics were not expected.

He added of the county's ambitions: 
“We'll never forget winning the 
Championship, but we want to be 
known for more than one title. We want 
to be known as the team who kept on 
winning.” 

He has impressed on the pre-season 
tour of the United Arab Emirates, as he 
and Keedy took two wickets apiece in 
the Emirates Airline Twenty20 Cup 
semi-final and Kerrigan then took eight 
wickets in the curtain-raiser between 
the champion county and an MCC XI, 
including the prize scalp of Mark 
Ramprakash with his third ball. 

That performance may have helped 
change the mind of self-confessed 
“traditionalist” Kerrigan after he ques¬ 
tioned the suitability of the pink ball for 
the first-class game.

Who is 
best to 
replace 
Broad? 

THE departure of Stuart Broad with a calf 
injury means England will have to rejig 
their bowling attack for the second Test 
against Sri Lanka on Tuesday. 

Tim Bresnan and Steven Finn are the 
standby seamers on tour and, unless the 
tourists opt to draft both men in and alter 
the balance of their line-up, they will be 
going head to head for a place in the 
side. 

Here, the Sports Pink assesses the 
claims of both men. 

BOWLING ATTRIBUTES 

Bresnan has all the confidence to be 
expected from a Yorkshire paceman and 
despite his burly frame proved admirable 
stamina in Bangladesh two years ago - a 
big plus in the Sri Lankan conditions. 

He is not as obvious a wicket-taking 
threat as Finn but is better at drying up 
runs and can reverse swing the ball. 
Finn's strength lies in the extra yard of

pace he has found in the last six months 
and his happy knack of picking up wick¬ 
ets, sometimes in the middle of average 
spells. Broad at his best is capable of 
attacking batsmen and keeping the run- 
rate down. England may now have to 
decide between the two. 

BATTING 

Bresnan is a clear winner in this com¬ 
parison. 

A genuine number seven, he averages 
45 in Tests, has a top score of 91 and 
ensures the side’s tail does not engorge 
as a result of Broad’s departure. 

Finn, on the other hand, averages only 
8.75 in the longer format and has a best 
of 19. 

With James Anderson and Monty 
Panesar already in place as genuine tail- 
enders, picking Finn would provide an 
element of risk but at 1 -0 down, England 
could choose to gamble. 

RECORD 

Finn has played 12 Tests to Bresnan’s 
10 and has nine more wickets, with 50 to 
his name. 

He has already taken five wickets in an 
innings three times, to Bresnan's once, 
and enjoys a superior strike-rate. 

Yet Bresnan revels in the fact that 
England have won all 10 of the matches 
he has been involved in and both his 
bowling average and economy (23.60 
and 2.85) outstrip Finn’s (26.92 and 3.89).

eters need to play sixteen 
four-day matches from 
early April through to mid- 
September to stand a 
chance of pocketing the 
£350,000 winners’ prize 
money. 

That’s £350,000 to share 
between them all, not for 
each of them. 

I wonder what Mario 
Balotelli would make of 
that - a bonus for winning 
the Premier League of 
about £17,000 per player 
based on a 20-man squad! 

For comparison purposes, 
West Ham banked around 
£750,000 in ‘prize money’ 
for finishing rock bottom of 
the Premier League in 
2010/11. 

The county cricket cham¬ 
pions, in all, receive 
£500,000 - £350,000 to the 
squad, while the club banks 
£150,000. 

Those are not large sums 
when you’re talking the 
highest level of club sport in 
the country, especially for a 
sport as popular as cricket 
is. 

Still, it’s better than it 
used to be. Up until 2008, the 
county champions only 
received £100,000! 

Of course, comparisons 
between the cash-laden 
Premier League and crick¬ 
et’s equivalent are futile. 

Were Lancashire ever in a 
position to attract 70,000 
plus crowds to their Old 
Trafford, maybe sponsors 



would be willing to fork out 
extra millions. 

Let’s be realistic here. 

And realistic, when it 
comes to the county cham¬ 
pionship, means exciting 
and unpredictable. 

Since 2001, there have 
been seven different win¬ 
ners of the first division 
title in 11 years. Ten differ¬ 
ent counties have won the 
second division title in the 
last 10 years. 

Of the seven top flight 
champions, five have since 
been relegated - Durham, 
champs in 2009 and 2010, the 


exception to the rule so far 
(you can’t include 
Lancashire in this equa¬ 
tion). 

Both Yorkshire and 
Nottinghamshire were rele¬ 
gated just 12 months after 
winning the title. Imagine 
that in the Premier League, 
or even rugby union’s 
Aviva Premiership for that 
matter. 

It is impossible to predict 
with any degree of convic¬ 
tion who will win the 
£500,000 in 2012. 

One thing is for sure, 
though. 


Any neutral possessing a 
heart should want 
Somerset to win it! 

As someone who worked 
the County Ground score- 
board at Taunton as a sum¬ 
mer job in the mid-1980s, I 
have to admit I am biased 
here. 

But look at the recent roll- 
call of agony. 

In the last two years 
Somerset have finished 
runners-up FIVE times in 
six competitions. 

They have never won the 
County Championship in 
over a century of trying, yet 


in 2010 finished level on 
points with 

Nottinghamshire only to 
miss out having won fewer 
matches. 

They lost to Hampshire at 
The Ageas Bowl in the final 
of the t20 Cup the same 
year, the scores finishing 
level but the hosts winning 
due to having lost fewer 
wickets. 

And they have also lost 
twice in the CB 40 over 
final.

Underdogs 

The Unlikely Story of Football’s 
First FA Cup Heroes

It was in the late 19th century that 
English football enjoyed its first pro¬ 
longed surge in popularity, prompting 
clubs, especially those based in the 
north west, to integrate Scottish play¬ 
ers renowned for their passing skills 
into their teams. 

It was a move which transformed the 
sport, making it faster, more skilful 
and further differentiated it from rugby 
- scrimmaging was still an incongru¬ 
ous feature of the round ball game. 

This Scottish influx did not please 
everyone and it wasn’t long before a 
team from the industrialised north 
faced another from the slightly more 
genteel south, a clash of styles and 
cultures widened by Britain’s industrial 
revolution. 

Not surprisingly, it was in the FA 
Cup that such encounters first took 
place, but in 1879 the competition 
yielded its first giant killing when a 
team from Darwen in Lancashire, 
replete with two Scots, Jimmy Love 
and Fergus Suter, travelled to London 
to play the more sophisticated 
Remnants at Kennington Oval. 

What makes 
this tie so impor¬ 
tant is that Love 
and Suter were 
football’s first 
professionals. 

Professionalism 
had been out¬ 
lawed by the FA 
which feared that 
paying players 
would ruin the 
game; how pre¬ 
scient those 

fears proved. 

Not that Darwen were a Victorian- 
age Manchester City. 

They had to stage a concert and 
raise money via subscriptions and col¬ 
lections to pay for their train journey 
south, but it proved worthwhile - they 
beat Remnants 3-2 after extra time to 
set up a duel with Old Etonians, the 
epitome of the amateur Victorian 
game. 

In Underdogs, Keith Dewhurst, a 
successful playwright and novelist, 
weaves an engaging, well-observed 
tale, mixing social history with what 
could be called the roots of modern 
football. 

The first tie between Darwen and 
Old Etonians finished level, even 
though the Lancashire side were 5-1 
down with 15 minutes remaining. 

Incredibly, the Etonians refused to 
travel north for the replay, so the FA 
insisted on Darwen making another 
expensive trip south - for another 
draw. 

Again the Etonians refused to play in 
Lancashire, forcing a second replay 
on their own ground, which they won 
6 - 2 . 

Space permits us to provide only the 
barest of details here, but if you’re 
looking for a true, well-written football 
story highlighting class divisions, how 
the game changed and early evidence 
of the will to win set in Victorian 
England, then Underdogs will not dis¬ 
appoint.

Swansea 
boss not 
keen on 
Spurs job 

SWANSEA manager Brendan 
Rodgers has branded specula¬ 
tion linking him with a move 
to Tottenham as “disrespect¬ 
ful” to Harry Redknapp. 
Rodgers, 39, has won plenty 
of plaudits for guiding 
Swansea into the top half of 
the Barclays Premier League 
table with an attractive pos¬ 
session style of play. 

The performances of the 
south Wales club, which have 
included outstanding home 
wins over Arsenal and 
Manchester City, have led to 
the Northern Irishman, who 
signed a new three-and-a- 
half-year contract last month, 
being linked with moves to 
Spurs and Chelsea. 

Reports in two national news¬ 
papers this morning suggest¬ 
ed that Tottenham chairman 
Daniel Levy is eyeing Rodgers 
as a potential replacement 
should ex-Saints boss 
Redknapp take over as full¬ 
time England manager. 

But Rodgers was quick to re¬ 
iterate his com¬ 
mitment to 
Swansea 
and said 
any talk of 
someone 
replacing 
Redknapp 
while the 
former 

West Ham and 
Southampton boss is still in 
the job was unfair. 

He said: “People need to fill 
pages in papers and they 
need discussion points. 

“But my only focus is 
Swansea and Harry’s only 
focus will be Tottenham and I 
just think it’s disrespectful 
talking about him and the job 
he is in. 

“He loves being at Tottenham 
and I know from talking to him 
when he was here in 
December that he enjoys 
being there. 

“Likewise with myself, my 
only concentration and focus 
is on this job and trying to 
retain our status over the next 
eight games in this league.” 

He added: “It's part of British 
football, speculation, gossip, 
whatever you want to call it. 
“When these reports come out 
you take them as they are, it 
fills a bit of a paper, people 
read it and it will probably be 
someone else tomorrow. 
“Harry is Tottenham manager, 
he is clearly a candidate for 
the England job but at this 
moment he is Tottenham 
manager and to speculate 
about him coming out of there 
and someone going in while 
he is in a job, I don't think it’s 
proper.” 

The timing of the speculation 
is particularly pertinent as 
Swansea travel to White Hart 
Lane on Sunday.

STUART Lancaster has finally been 
able to drop the interim tag after 
being officially appointed as 
England's head coach.

There has been 
talk of experienced New Zealand 
attack specialist Wayne Smith joining 
the management team. 


NATIONAL CENTRE OF EXCEL¬ 
LENCE 

This is a medium-term objective but 
it formed a central part of Lancaster's 
presentation to the RFU. He believes 
England need a state of the art train¬ 
ing base with indoor and outdoor facil¬ 
ities that can also help develop nation¬ 
al age-group teams. 


WIN THE WORLD CUP 

That is what Lancaster has been 
recruited to do. 

Despite his lack of top international 
experience, Lancaster has convinced 
the RFU he has the vision required for 
England to win in 2015 and the ability 
to put those plans into action over the 
next three years. 


• England’s 2012 RBS 6 Nations 
coaching team could be reunited in 
full-time roles during the next few 
days. 

Forwards specialist Graham 
Rowntree is set to follow Lancaster by 
landing a long-term deal. 

And that then leaves the possible 
sticking point - backs and defence 
coach Andy Farrell. 

Saracens have confirmed that they 
are braced for an approach from the 
RFU for dual-code international Farrell, 
who is their first-team coach and 
under contract to them. 

Lancaster, Rowntree and Farrell - 
despite being together for just eight 
weeks - masterminded a second- 
placed finish in this season’s Six 
Nations.

Pardew 
sets lofty 
goals 

ALAN Pardew has set his sights on 
bringing a trophy or European football 
back to Newcastle within three years ... 
regardless of what happens this sea¬ 
son. 

The Magpies head into Sunday’s 
Barclays Premier League clash with 
Liverpool at St James' Park sitting in 
sixth place, one position and eight 
points better off than this weekend's 
big-spending visitors. 

If they were to remain there at the 
end of the campaign, that could be 
good enough to book a Europa League 
berth for next season. 

That would represent a remarkable 
achievement after just two years back 
in the top flight. 

It would also be a great personal suc¬ 
cess for Pardew, who was sacked by 
Saints chairman Nicola Cortese back in 
August 2010 just a few months after 
guiding the club to JPT final victory at 
Wembley. 

Asked how far they would be ahead 
of schedule in their long-term plan if 
they managed to achieve that, Pardew 
said: “It's difficult to say. 

“You just want to be in there compet¬ 
ing, and we have done that. 

“Whether we get a European place 
will probably decided by fate more than 
anything. 

“We have had a great season regard¬ 
less of the European spot, and we want 



“By hook or by crook, in the next 
three years it would be nice to get 
some sort of European football or win a 
trophy. That's the goal.” 

Newcastle will embark upon the final 
eight-game run-in still in with a chance 
of claiming a Champions League spot 
with Tottenham only five points ahead 
of them in fourth. 

However, a realistic Pardew insists 
they have no chance of overhauling 
Spurs. 

He said: “We won't get Champions 
League football, I just think that's too 
big [a gap] to bridge - five points on 
Spurs, and Arsenal are probably away 
from us now. 

“It's too much.” 

The Magpies' hopes of playing in the 
Europa League next season could 
depend largely on who reaches the FA 
Cup final with a team from outside the 
top six guaranteed a spot if they play a 
side which qualifies by another route, 
meaning Everton could hold the key. 

It is a system which has worked to 
the benefit of the Tyneside club in the 
past - as it did to Saints back in 2003 - 
but which could hurt them this time 
around, much to the manager’s disap¬ 
pointment. 

He said: “It's slightly unfair that the 
losing cup finalist gets a place in front 
of a whole season’s campaign, but 
that’s the rule at the moment. 

“We are not going to change that 
before the end of the season, we have 
to accept that. 

“It should change for next year,but 
we have still got a great chance of fin¬ 
ishing fifth or sixth, and that's what we 
are going to try to do.”

Among his current plans is 
a John O’Groats to Land’s 
End bike challenge organised 
by Olympic rower James 
Cracknell in June, as well as 
trials for the Paralympics 
2012 squad. 

He is also currently in the 
process of cycling 50,000 
miles on a stationary bike 
that is based on a Red Funnel 
Ferry in memory of his par¬ 
ents and brother. 

McKechnie commented: 
“It’s brilliant to win. 

“It’s great to get recognition 
for all the work involved in 
volunteering and getting 
children involved. I felt hon¬ 
oured to be nominated and 
wasn’t expecting to win.”
